You appealed the action of the National Records Center regarding your request for access to records 
pertaining to emails sent to DHSBeijing@uscis.dhs.gov containing the following non-case-sensitive 
keystring in the content or headers of the emails, anthonyjim85@gmail.com from January 1,2014 to 
January 1,2018. 

This is not a proper FOIA/PA appeal. My function is limited to the review of records that have been 
denied pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act or the Privacy Act. It is my understanding that by 
letter dated April 23, 2019 (COW2019500140), the National Records Center responded to your request by 
providing you with a copy of your records.
